Our reporter visiled New Brunswick on Sat-
urday, and found that access to the prison had
been prohibited by the Shenff during his tem-
porary absence oo bis tarm, In consequence of
romors which bad been circolated in the me-
tropolis, 'relative to the unfortunate woman's
‘Brideet Durgen’s’ statements,in conpection with
the crime for which ghe 1& to gutfer the penalty
of denth on the 80th of this month, the prison
authorities are very reluciaot to permit visitors
to approach her cell, With the exception of
her legul advicer, Mr. Adrain, and the Rev. Mr.
Rogers, chuplain of the prison.. The general
ublic are denled acceéss to her. On Saturday,
owever, some kind ladies of New Branswick,
in company with Mr., Adrain, visited Bridget ;
but the turned her back upon them, and refused
to bold any conversation until Mr, Adrain told
her that they did not come thera to gratifv any
1dle curlosity, but to sympathize with her in her
sid position. A young lndy of the Purly then
presented her abouquet through the bars of her
cell, for which delicate attention she teelingly
expressed her gratitude, Bhe has not made an
public conlession, and the jail anthorities posi-
tively affirm that she will not do so, although
gpeneral romor pointe to the original instleator
of the crime for which she g about to sutler.
she recently 1eceived a letter from her brothers
in Sligo, offering any amount of money requi-
site to defray the expenses of her defense, and
10 extricate her from ber difficulties, if required,
They expressed their willingness to come to this
country to aid ber: but all this proffered as-
slgtance has come too late, The Court of Pur-
dons has refused to commute the sentence,—

Chicago Postmaster Drowned,

Cuicago, August 10,—The city s very much
excited Lo-day over the supposed death of Robert
8, Gllmore, Postmaster ol this city. Mr, Gil-
more, &t the closing of the Post Othide last even-
ing, went home ws usual. He is u very skilfal
ofrsman, and for e long time bas kept an elegant
boat for his own use and for exercise. Juost be-
fore dark he went down to his boat-house on the
like shore, and told bis bostmau he was going
out for & short time to row. The weather had
been peculiar during the day, In the forenoon
it was still and excessively hot. About two
o'clock the wind changed to the north snd the
thermometer fell rapidly. Fregquent showers
previiled during the afternoon, sccompiunied by
very high winds, At the time Mr., Gilmore set
out the weather was clear, but the wind blew
very bard and the lake was very rough, The
bostman advized him uot to go, but he started,
and sinee that time nothing has been seen or
heard trom him,

This morning, about ten o'clock, his boat was
found some distance south of where he started,
shattered to pleces, but no traces of him were
discovered. The lake ig still very rough, and
parties are searching for the body.

Mr, Gilmore was the son-in-law of Robert B.
Wilson, of this eity, late Judge of the Regorder’s
COourt, und Jeaves a wife and one or two chil-
dren. He was only about thirty-ive yeara of
age, and was very highly esteemed in thus com-
manity.
